Scotland are descended from Irisli- 
inen, but. such is the case. Ireland 
was formerly called Scot in. and ages 
ig i sonic of its inhabitants emigrated 
io Scotland, then uninhabited, and 
their descendants called their country 
after the birth piano <>f ihcir fathers 
Scotia — ind in tunc the name was 
changed In Sent land. 

The ancient Irish 'were divided in- 
to clans, or. as they called it. " S.-pls." 
consist in<r of a number of individuals 
hearing the same name and supposed 
to lie related. The head of enoh 
family was autocratic, but owed al- 
legiance to the Supreme chieftain of 
ihe whole race. The chiefs were 
elected from certain families, and dur- 
ing his life lime bis successor, called 
i he " 'I'.tusii. " was chosen by the 

clansmen. The " Tansit " was not 
necessarily tho son ot the chief, bin 
was always of the sinic family. 'The 
other officers of the septs were lite 
Ijrehon, the Druid and the Bard, all 
hereditary offices. The Brehon vtosii 
kind of lawyer and judge. All dis- 
putes were submitted to him for judg- 
ment, and his decision was final. If 
com iotcd a pari in! dec 

he was branded ■ 'Phi' 

Druids wore ministers of religion, if 
the pagan ritos can he so called, and 

the Hards were (he poets and histo- 
rians of t be i rtbe. 

'The following is a description of 
i he way in which the ancient Irish 
lived and managed ihcir affairs. 
•• With regard to the tenure of land. 
the common land of the tribe was en- 
joyed by all tho members. Part was 
used for grazing purposes, and purl 
was allolle.l in iiacts. for the purpose 

of cultivation, to ihe various heads of 

households. 'The ownership of the 
common land was relief) in the tribe, 
nud the right of use woshasod upon 
tribe- membership o*ily. The leading 
idea with respect to the specifically 
appropriated land, was that oT a 
partnership among the male members 
of the iterp*. Tho law «»f primogeni- 
ture was uukiiowo. On lllO death of 
iinv mem her of a family, his son--, 
who were householders, both legit i- 
uuro and illegithnnif, took an equal 
share of bis holding by the Irt-h ens 



ug by the Irt-h 
nun of gavelkind. Tiny were part 
tiers wilh him during his lifetime, and 
mi Ins death the property survived lii 

them as c -owners ll hviiled sha'cs. 

Ill la I er I lines a i pi i i -rent was demand- 
ed Oil each holding hv ihe chief ; but 
ihe hind was never held on lhc con 
• tit ion of the rendering of anything 
in the nature of feudal service. A 
v, iv ourioits custom sometimes pre- 
vailed in the distribution of ihe ap- 
pi'upiialc 1 lands, under which, where 
uirciiinslauces would permit or it, an 
inizaliou sprang up known ill the 

•• (leiltiuc system.*' The original 
acquirer of lite land, as each of his 
sous grew up, and was ready to leave 
tho home, gave him his share in the 
paternal acres, and planted him out 
lo maintain a household of his own. 
Tills was done successively to ihe 
number of four SOUS, if he had as 
many ; the flflh and youngest remain- 
ed wilh his father Olid inherited the 
original home. The father end four 
suns formed ii family group of live 
household*, which Weill by the name 
..r Iho Qeiltlnc, or " right-hand 
group" from tho live lingers on lhc 
band ("ilia). The YOUUgee! son. in 
Ilis turn, when he Had succeeded to 
the residue or lllO properly and his 

his sons grew tip, planted them mil 
one by one on portions ol i he remain, 
dor ot iho family laud, lie and his 
lour sous then became the (iedline. 
and his brother* f"ur households 

were in tins- way lUlsbcd further off 

from the household of tho septs, mid 



newer Geilfino was formed, 'each 
group, as before, took the place or 
the group more remotely related, and 
the larliue became the Inline. or"end 
group." Here the process ceased. 
and no further subdivision was made. 
i Ouh group acquired a separate, in- 
slcad of an undivided share of the pa- 
ternal acres, atul became a fresh 
siirps, retaining the tract allotted lo 
ir, and repeating the plott ing-out of 
its own share in us own way. Each 
family worked out on this plsn con- 
sisted of seventeen households — four 

in each of ihe four groups, plus the 
otiginal home. Where a group be- 
came I'Xtinci, tlie lauds were taken 
per siirps by ihe Other groups of the 
family. On failure ol'a male repre- 
sentative, ihe land revelled to ihe 

tribe; ll gh, in Later days, when 

ihe tribe sy-teni was becoming weak- 
ened, lite daughters were in such 
eases permitted 10 inherit. 

Agriculture was very much in its 
infancy. A link' grain was grown 
hv each family for its own support. 
'Ihe piiueip.'il source of vvcalt b. and 
the measure of value, as among pri- 
uiiiive nations it always has been, 
and still is. was cattle. 'The lines 
were calculated in cows. The Cow 
was the unit of value in all trade 
dealings. 'The square measurement 
■ if land was based upon the number 
or cows, which could be supported oil 
a given piece of ground of a given 
quality, liesides cows, another 
valuable projierty was the droves of 
pigs, which were turned out to gel 
t heir liv ing on the forest Is lid : the 
Hocks of sheep, which were depastur- 
ed on 1 he ii platids of the tribe ; and 
lust, though not least, a breed of 
small horses remarkable for their fleet- 
uess. The ordinary dwellings of the 
tribes men were small buildings, 
mode of wood and wattles, about 
seventeen feet in length, with some- 
times a de'aehed kitchen ill the real'. 
Their chief's houses were considerably 
larger, the nvcrago length being 
thirty-seven feet. But though these 
rude habit at ions were difficult for or- 
dinary purposes, we can judge from 
i heir si upeudoits sepulchral chambers, 

built of uncetnentctl stones, such as 
ihe cairn of Newgrange and the hill 

nf Dow th, that, when occasion requir- 
ed, they could produce sometincg 
demanding no mean orchiteolurai 
skill. The tribal dwellings were 
geuorally built in groups; sometimes 
perched upon an island ill a laud- 
looked mete, 'sometimes standing 
out oT I ho water upon rough-hewn, 
well-driven piles,' sometimes com- 
prising it Strong natural position, upon 
tho high ground, and protected wilh 
nt ilieiallv constructed our th works. 
The sircngib and size of their hill 
for is, ihe raths and duns, must have 
been very considerable. A strong 
earlhwork, including a large area, 
contained I he hulsof . he tribal gar- 
rison, and the lowcringeeniral mourn 
occupied by the chief, with exoaval 
til storehouses for the reception of 
grain, or n formidable wall of irre- 
gular, nam in are I misotuy. ten. 
i welve or fourteen feet in thickness, 
formed a circular fortress, which, in 
th. ise days, must have been well- 
nigh impregnable. 

Trade had been curried OH between 

Ireland ami the countries lyiug 
round the Mediterranean basin from 
the earliest times. Tho staple of the 
export trade was ores. There was al- 
so some traffic ill llavo*, which were 
brought, over from Britain and the 
Continent. The great, walled road 
from Dublin to Gal way, was the trade 
highway, which opened up the west.
